In July, 1945, a Memorial to ths Indian National Army 
was erected on the Esplanade in Singapore, The memorial was 
demolished by the Allied Forces under the command of Lord 
Mountbatten when they recovered Singapore from the Japanese* 
The question of reconstruction of this memorial was taken up 
by the Indian High Commissioner with the Chief Secretary to 
the Government of Singapore In 1956* The Chief Secretary 
Informed that the construction of a memorial would revive 
emotions and conflicts of loyalty, which should be better 
left undisturbed since the Government of Singapore follows a 
policy of uniting the people of Singapore In a common 
loyalty to Singapore and promote cordial relations with 
neighbouring nations* 

2* Daring the visit of the Indian Parliamentary Delegation 
to Singapore in February, 1970, one Member of the Parliwent 
raised this issue with the Foreign Minister - Mr* Bajar atnam- 
who gave evasive replies, indicating that the Government of 
Singapore was not interested in discussing this question* 

3* Persons of Indian origin residing In Singapore have not 
shown much enthusiasm, though some of them do wish that the 
memorial should be reconstructed* In the last analysis, they 
would like to abide by the wishes of the majority in 
Singapore* No Committee of Indians has been set up with the 
object of the reconstruction of the INA Martyrs' Memorial* 

4* In answer to Lok S a bha Starred Question No. 603 on 25th 
March, 1970, while, confirming the position stated above, it 
was stated that tbe Government of India had not taken up the 
question of ths re-building of tbe memorial with the 
Government of Singapore* During the supplem oitarles, Shrl 
Samar G uha, M.P., referred to the Asad Hind Martyrs' Memorial 
built by Netaji as not merely a symbol of Indian freedom 
struggle but also as the symbol of South East Aslan 
revolution and enquired If In cooperation with the Government 
of Singapore the INA Memorial and the Martyrs' Monument would 
be reconstructed. The Deputy Minister, outlining the 
Government's attitude said that "they would be sympathetic 
of this Idea and take into account the initiatives that are 
taken In the country conoerned, the reaction of that 
Government and so on" • He also added that "keeping this In 
view and if conditions are favourable we shall certainly 
cooperate In this effort*. 

6. In a note dated 30th March, 1970, the Deputy Minister 
recorded that, during the Question hour on 25th March, 1970, 
Shrl Samar Guha had raised the question of two houses (one 
In Bangoen and the other In Singapore) in which Netaji Bose 
Is said to have resided from time to time during the INA 
movement. As Shrl Samar Guha wanted the Government to

2. In response to the undertaking given in reply to Tin- 
starred Question No. 3441 on 13th August, 1969, it was stated 
that though "there is a house in Kabul where Netaji Sub hash 
Chandra is reported to have stayed", but according to the 
Afghan Government, "there is no proof to so identify this 
particular house". It was also stated that "the Afghan 
Government have informed our Embassy at Kabul that they 

are averse to m-morials to foreign personalities being nut 

up in Afghanistan In the circumstances, it is 

considered that it would be inadvisable and not feasible to 
I ’ pursue the question of converting this hou«o into a memorial 
to Netaji". 

3. In reply to Lok Sabha Tjnstarred Question No. 4009, tho 
Deputy Minister for External Affairs said on 25th March, 1979, 
that "it was not proposed to %ke steps to set up plaques in 
important places in Afghanistan where Netaji stayed in the 
course of his escape to Germany in view of the disinclination 
the Afghan Government to the erection of memorials in foreign 
personalities".

(a) Yes, Sir. After the death of General Franco 
in November, 1975, various steps have been taken by the 
Spanish Government to usher in a democratic system of 
government. The first free elections in Spain after 
41 years were held on June 15, 1977, when the Lower House 
kt* of Parliament and a large part of the Upper House were 

elected by universal suffrage. A new Government has been 
formed and has announced Its intention to have the parliament 
draw up and adopt a new Constitution and carry out further 
reforms in the system of government. The Spanish Government 

* . • * 2 . 
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have also announced their willingness and desire to 
strengthen the "bonds of friendship with all other peace- 
loving countries. 


In Portugal, the Salazar-Caetano regime was overthrown 


in the coup d'etat of 25th April 1974. Subsequently rapid 
changes took place in all spheres of Portuguese political and 
economic life. A new Constitution, which was drawn up by a 

Constituent Assembly elected for. the purpose in April 1975 

. 

was adopted by the new Parliament elected in April 1976 
through free, democratic elections based on universal suffrage. 
The Government formed as a result of these elections is now 
i!P office. The Presidential elections were held in June 1976 
to elect the Head of State. The Government of Portugal have 
repeatedly stressed their desire to strengthen bilateral 
relations with all peace-loving countries. 


(b) During the very friendly and successful visit 


to India of the Prime Minister of Portugal, Dr, Soares, who was 
at that time Foreign Minister of Portugal, in December, 1974, 
normal relations were re-established between India and 
Portugal and the Indo -Portuguese Treaty of 51st December- 1 974 
was concluded, which translated this into concrete terms. 



(c) India' s relations with Spain are good. A Trade 


and Economic Cooperation Agreement as well as an Agreement for 
Cooperation in the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy exists 
between India and Spain. It is expected that these existing 
good relations will be strengthened further in the future. 


After relations between India aiid Portugal were 


normalised in December 1974 steps have been taken to strengthen 
them in all fields. A draft cultural agreement has been 
submitted by the Government of India to the Government of 
Portugal and is under consideration at their end. Trade 
delegations have been exchanged between the two countries and 
an agreement of cooperation in the economic, trade, industrial 
and technical fields has been signed and ratified. Cultural^ 
exchanges have already started taking place as well as 
exchanges in the field of sports. Bnbassies have been opened 
by India .and Portugal in Lisbon and New Delhi respectively and 
these have been functioning for almost two years now.
